THOUSANDS KILLED 
IN FIERCE FIGHTING

Zacatecas, Mexico, June 25. The 
flercest fighting on both sides, and 
unusually high loss of life to both 
Federals and Constitutionalists, ended 
last night In the capture of Zacatecas 
by General Villa's forces. M required 
four days of battle to take the Fede- 
ral stronghold of central Mexico, 
The Fedérals, under General Med- 
ina Barron, defended their positions 
stubbornly, but they finally were ov- 
ercome by the forces of General Villa 
and General Natera, The Constitu- 
tionalist soldiers scaled hill after hill 
and mountain after mountain, killing 
and wounding thousands of Federals 
and sustaining heavy losses them- 
selves. So far it has been impossible 
to secure ° 
losses on both sides. 
The heaps of dead on the mountain 
sides and in the city bore testimony to 
the ferocity of the fighting. General 
Villa was in the van of the attacking 
party. Five members of his staff, 
accompanying him, were wounded, 
The number of Constitutionalist offi- 
cers killéd or wounded was unusually 
great. General Trinidad Rodriguez, 
one of the best of Villa's brigade 
commanders, was shot through the 
throat and died later.
